The aiMUn* of th» Medical Under- 
graduates' Society held In the Now 
Medical Building, last night, was a 
well-attended one, about one hundred 
and thirty men being present. Af- 
ter the routine buslneaa waa'dlsposed 
of, Acting-Dean Blackader gave an 
Informal talk to. the atudenu. 

The president, in' introducing Dr. 
Blackader, made mention of the af- 
fectionate name of "Daddy" given him 
by the men^ben of the Society. 

Dr. Blackader stated that, he ap- 
preciated the nickname' highly, and 
that while they could think of him as 
a training "daddy," they could not ex- 
poct him to foot bills. He showed 
optimism concerning the record of the 
term, and gave It as his opinion that 
students should aim not merely to 
pass, but to pass with honours. Ad- 
dressing the Senior Meds., the speak- 
er said that they should graduate 
competent to practise medicine. Stu- 
dents must be thinkers, and seers, 
not mere listeners, and absorbers of 
facts. Regarding the Medical So- 
ciety, Dr. Blackader thought It should 
be even more for recreation than for 
the study of Medicine. Papers in 
medical subjects should be bright 
and breezy. 

The speaker suggested two members 
co-operating In synops zlng editorials 
of thcf Journals of the American and 
British Medical Associations bearing 
on recent advances In different 
branches of medicine. 

A medical, man, went on the Dean, 
who merely absorbs knowledge, la a 
fool. To fill his place In society he 
must keep in touch with the world 
through magazines, and good litera- 
ture. Dr. Blackader touched on ths 
honour and glory won by McGill over- 
seas, and said he was proud he was a 
McGllI man. JHo advised, the men to 
put their whole force Into their studies 
nnd hold up the honour .of tKe college, 
and of Canada in coinihg years. 

Mr. Britton, at the conclusion of 
the address, moved a vote of thanks 
to Dr. Blackader, which was seconded 
by Mr. Donnelly. Mr. Hornbeck then 
çave a solo, which was encored. 

Refreshments ' were served, and a 
case report took place at which eleven 
diagnoses were made, Mr. Bloomberg's 
being the most correct.

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Tent-fnll Of Arts Men Suffers 
Ltagtlur Coanaament 

De»r : Toii mây possibly have 

heard that the «McGill Siege ArUlIery 
Draft is now No. 13 Canadian Siege 
Battery. I'll try to trace out the ups 
and downs in our career up to the 
present ' time. 

As you know, we arrived in England 
on July 4th. We went direct to the 
segregation camp at Otterpool, where 
we enjoyed a ten days' oojourn. it 
was during our stay there that we 
first began to realize what wo were 
In for. Reveille at 6 a.m., was some- 
what different from what we had 
known at the Union, 6.30 a.m. It was 
really 4 a.m., you know, as the Day- 
light Saving Scheme is in force here. 
The whole day was spent at drill, P.T., 
route marches, etc, with very little 
time off. However, we aoon became 
use* to it ail, as several thousand 
Canadian artillerymen had done be- 
fore us. 

After ten days at Otterpoof, the 
Draft moved down to Risboro' Bar- 
racks, Shorncllffe. There it was ab- 
sorbed Into "C" Battery, 2nd Battery, 
Canadian Reserve Artlllei^. It look- 
ed as though the boys were to be split 
up, separated, and sent over to France 
in groups. In the end, however, the 
good news came through, that we 
were to be formed into the 18th Can. 
Siege Battery. You can imagine how 
elated we werel Major Geary, who 
has seen service In France, and made 
a name for hlmsélf, too, became our 
O.C., 'With our ■ 'old officers as the 
dubordinaitès. 

Two weeks ago we left Shorncllffe 
and' came to 'Witley, where you now 
find us. So you have a rough sketch 
of our movements up-to-date.' 

As to my own doings, they have 
been quite interesting; at least, so It 
seems to me. At Otterpool, the boys 
in our tent are as follows; 'Tuneh" 
Fowler, Arts ,'17; Gordon Heslam, 
Arts '16; Gordon McLellan, Comm. 
'17; MacFarlone, Joseph, and myself, 
of Arts '17: McLennan, of Arts '18, 
and Roy, of Arts '20. Well, that tent- 
full of beauties has certainly come in 
for some pretty rough handling. 

On the last day at Otterpool, Hes- 
lam -was taken with the measles, and 
had to go to the hospital. Previous 
to this Roy had also been obliged to 
leave us owing to an attack of hay- 
fever. 

When the draft left for Shorncllffe 
the six of us were sentenced to stay 
behind in quarantine, for a term of 
16 days. Well, we did our time and 
were waiting for orders to Join the 
other fellows, when I gave signs of 
the ' measles. The consequence was 
that I was taken off to the hospital 
and the five other fellows were doom- 
ed to 16 days more in quarantine. 

I enjoyed myself very much In the 
hospital, I can assure you. The meala 
were great, the sisters very kind, and 
the whole day to be spent at nothing 
at all. The hospital overlooks the 
English Channel, and I spent most of 
my time lying on the lawn in front, 
watching tlie. manoeuvres of ships, 
aeroplanes, 'submarines, etc., out in 
the Channel,, " 

It was. good to get back Into har- 
ness once again, however, and we are 
now progressing slowly but surely, to- 
wards becoming trained men. 

England, at first sight, appeared to 
most of us as a sort '.of' little toy coun- 
try. Everything is so orderly and re- 
gular, sis thoiigh laid out by some- 
one playing with blocks.' The coun- 
try around here, however, is more 
wild and woody, reminding one some- 
what of the Laurentlan district. For 
my "part, I like the situation very well 
indeed- 
Owing to my stay. In hospital I have 
not yet had my landing leave. We 
expect ^o move from here soon, and 
as soon as we become settled in our 
new camp l shall apply, for It. - 

I guess there will bè~vèry little "do- 
ing" at McGill this winter; what do 
you say? Tou will; no doubt, be busy 
on; until they, ril not commit my- 
wlsh you every success,' and only wish 
I were there 'to do the little I could. 
Let me know who compose the staff, 
as I am very much ^interested. 

I shall- be. able to tell you something, 
of my Impressions of -London later 
on: until then, ril not commit my- 
self. ,,;Eyery' chap who_ went there, in 
other- words, every man in the Bat- 
tery, enjoyed himself immensely. 

r feel very sqrry ; to lose the . com- 
panionship of my friends In Arts '19 
for thé rest of my college course, but 
will :'no doubt be able to meet others 
when I returp.

The war has ■ captured Harvard, 
and the terms ot surrender have been 

unconditional." says the Harvard 
Alumni Bulletin. In explaining how 
all- things, from athletics, even foot- 
ball, to examinations, have been over- 
shadowed in the Interest of the Har- 
vard undergraduate by ^e seal of 
preparation for the service of the na> 
tion. 

Thcro aro two courses offered In 
military InatrucUon this year. One 
of theso is for men without previous 
experience: the other is intended for 
men who have had the groundwork 
of military science and takes up ad- 
vanced subjects In modern tactics of 
warfara. Both aim to propare for ul- 
timate commissions In the army, and 
both frill bo under the direction of 
Colonel Asàn. an biflcer In the Fronch 
Army, detailed at Cambridge for that 
especial purpose. 

It is not known how many Harvard 
men are actually In the service of the 
country at the present time, for of 
course, nothing Uke complete statla 
tics have as yet been compiled, but 
from the material on the subject that 
ie available, about 4750 Harvard 
graduates and undergraduates 
known to have enlisted in one branch 
or another before August, 1017. It 
Is supposed that ntany- thousands of 
others are actually In government ser 
vice, of whom thero are no defin- 
ite records at hand.

The Australian contlnehv Ib at last 
about to be spanned by rail. Com- 
pletion of the event Is timed for the 
last of October. The ceremonies 
which will mark It will signalise 'these 
fàets: ';. 

Australia's transçontinentàl rail- 
road system will be the second Brl- 
Ish system of its kind. The first his- 
torically is the Canadian, Pacific sys- 
tem. The Cape-to-Cairo road In Af- 
rica, Cecil Rhodes* great project, has 
yet to be finished. 

Allowing for differences In gauge 
there will be through transportation 
In the Commonwealth from the Paci- 
fic to the Indian Ocean. The greatest 
distance ordinarily involved will be 
8,467 miles, from Brisbane, Queens- 
land, to Perth, West Australia. 

The CDi/.pletlon of the federally 
owned 1.052 miles of railway 
in southern Australia between Port 
Augusta, South Australia, and Kal- 
goorlle. Western Australia, will brine 
the states of Queensland, New South 
Wales, Victoria and South Australia 
Into direct contact with the at pres- 
ent quasi-Isolated state of Western 
Australia. 

This federal Port- Augusta-Kalgoor- 
lie line, commonly called the 'East- 
West" railway, .will link the state 
owned ralWvay syilem of Western 
Australia with the successive state 
owned systems of "South Australia, 
Victoria.

The "East-West" railway eventually 
will virtually revolutionise Australian 
traffic, particularly that to and from 
England and Europe via the Sues-Co- 
lombo route. It will obviate the pre 
viously indispensable sea carriage of 
passengers, malls and cargo (other 
than for Western . Australia) from 
Preemantle, West Australia, around 
Cape Leuwln to Adelaide, South 
Australia, In order to obtain their 
transportation by rail to Melbourne, 
Sydney! Newcastle, and Brisbane. The 
effect will be same westward from 
Pacific ports Involving . American im- 
ports for Western Australia. The 
saving in distance thereby will be.l,- 
360 nautical 'miles, and In time from 
four to five days. 

The road will furnish' the feCmotis 
Kalgoorlle-CoolBardle gold "fields In 
Western Australia with an outlet oth- 
er than Freemantle. 

The "East-West" railroad not only 
will "represent the first attempt to 
provide a Commonwealth procedure 
and policy of railway management," 
to quote the Minister for Works and 
Railways, William A. W^att, but It will 
represent one of the last steps In Aus 
trallan federation. Sir John Forrest, 
now Commonwealth Treasurer, re- 
fused when Premier of Western Aus- 
tralia in the late OO's to permit the 
then colony to federate with the other 
colonies unless a railroad be built 
binding the proposed union together. 
This condition the Commonwealth 
will have fulfilled when the railroad 
Is finished. 

The road was Intended to cost $20,- 
228,000. When completed It will have 
cost '|38,38«,OO0. .The first sod for It 
was officially turned in September, 
1013. Its building is regarded as an 
extraofdliiary railroad performance. 



Unique among libraries is that of 
the United Engineering Society in 
New York City. In a fine, modem 
buildlns, with a corps of trained li- 
brarians in attendance, is housed a 
collection of about 130,000 volumes and 
pamphlets, all dealing with some 
branch of engineering or with allied 
subjects such as geology or mathe- 
matics. Mr. Harrison W. Craver, di- 
rector of the library, recently told of 
the organization, its history and the 
work it la doing now, before the Now 
York State Ubrary AssociaÙon. at 
Its annual. convention. , 

Tho llbr&ry. Mr. Craven states, is 
for the use of men of professional 
training rather than for students of 
elementary engineering or for men in 
engineering trades, who cannot find 
the books and periodicals they need in 
the public libraries. The aim has 
been to produce a reference library for 
the expert, a collection as complete 
as possible, of all knowledge along en- 
gineering lines. 

Engineers come to the, library for 
all sorts of information, and to seek 
tho solution of many [iroblems. No 
aistlnction Is made between the mem- 
bers of the enRlneerlng societies and' 
the public; any one who is looking for 
technical Information of tho kind that 
the library can supply Is welcome to 
use the books and periodicals. 

An especially Interesting and most 
valuable branch of the 'work is the 
paid reference department. As Mr. 
Craver pointed out, engineers arc of 
a nomad race; their work calls them 
to all parts of the globe, and tlicy fre- 
quently find themselves unable to 
come to New York to consult the books 
needed. Such men are glad to pay for 
having the Information obtained for 
them by a man who has sufficient 
technical training to be able to track 
down an engineering problem, ""and 
this information Is sent out by mall. 
There have been requests from India, 
South America and China, as well as 
from points nearer home. 

Some odd tasks are undertaken by 
this department. A company of min- 
ing engineers In Mexico recently sent 
$150 and a request for a llbmry of 
military engineering. There were dif- 
ficulties In the way of delivering the 
books, but the resourceful librarian, 
finally filled the order by dispatching 
a long procession of volumes In five- 
pound packages to the American Con 
sulate in Mexico, via parcels post. A 
Cuban engineer found that his work 
men of assorted : nationalities were 
prone to walk the third rail or thrust 
their fingers Into the machinery, so 
he asked the library to collect for him 
all the "safety first" placards. In any 
and every language^ that woreKt6,ibe

In 1916 
the civil engineers reconsidered am 
joined the United Engineering Socie- 
ty, the holding corporation which hat 
been formed to administer the library 
There were delays in getting tho pro- 
ject started, but in 1912 the librarlei 
of the three different societies ha( 
been united In one building, and thi 
difficult task of recatalogulng and o 
making them one had been begun 
Much still remains to be accomplished 
but more has already been done ti 
make the engineering library an In 
strument of great service to tho en 
glneer.

THERE are few national institutions 
of more value and interest to the 
country than the Royal Mllltlrv 
College of Canada. N™wlthel^dh« 
this, its object and the . work it Is ac' 
compllshing are not sufficiently under- 
stood by the general public. 

The Colle;{e Is a Government Instl- 
tution,. designed primarily for the our- 
•'ose of givlnir instructions in all 
ranches of military science to Cadets 
and Officers of; the Canadian Militia. 
In fact. It corresponds to Woolwich and

The Commandant and military In- 
structors are all officers on the active 
list of the Imperial army, lent for the 
purpose, and there Is in addition a com- 
plete staff of professors for the civil 
subjects which form such an Import- 
ant part of the College course. Medical 
attendance Is also provided. 

Whilst the College Is organised on a 
strictly military basis the cadets re- 
ceive a practical and Bclentif lo train- 
ing in subjects essential to a sound 
modem education. 

The course includes a thorouKh 
grounding in Mathematics, Civil Engin- 
eering. Surveying, Physics, Chemistry, 
French and English. '' 
. The strict discipline maintained at 
the College Is^ne ot the most valuable 
features of the course, and in addition 
the constant practice of gymnastics' 
drills and outdoor exercises of all Kinds' 
ensures health and exclellent phystcai 
condition. 

Commissions In all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Perman- 
ent Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is consid- 
ered by the authorities conducting the 
examination for Dominion Land Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a university 
degree, and by the Regulations of the 
Law Society of Ontario, it obtains the 
same exemptions as a B.A. degree. 

The length of the course is three 
years In three terms of months 
each. 

The total cost of the course, includ- 
ing board,' uniform. Instructional ma- 
terial, and all extras is about $800. 

The annual competitive examination 
for admission to the College, takes 
place In May. of each year, at the head- 
quarters of the several military dis- 
tricts.

The Australian continent Is at last 
about to be spanned by rait. Com- 
pletion of the event is timed for the 
last of October. The ceremonies 
which will mark It will signalise 'these 
facts: 

Australia's transcontinental rail- 
road system will be the second Brl- 
ish system of ito kind. The first his 
torically Is' the Canadian .Pacific sys- 
tem. The Cape-to-Cairo road in Af 
rica, Cecil Rhodes' great project, has 
yet to be finished. 

Allowing for differences in gauge 
there will be through transportation 
In the Commonwealth from the Pad 
ftc to the Indian Ocean. The greatest 
distance ordinarily involved will be 
3,467 miles, from Brisbane, Queens 
land, to Perth, West Australia. 

The co:/,pletlon of the federally 
owned 1.052 miles of railway 
in southern Australia between Port 
Augusta, South Australia, and Kal- 
goorlle. Western Australia, will bring 
the states of Queensland, New South 
Wales, Victoria and South Australia 
into direct contact with the at pres- 
ent Quasi -isolated state of Western 
Australia. 

This federal Port^ Augusta-Kalgoor- 
lle line, commonly called the 'East- 
West" railway. , will Unk. the state 
owned railway syitem of Western 
Australia with the successive state 
owned systems of South Australia, 
VIctortfc New South Wal«f. •»«

The "ISast-West" railway eventually 
will virtually revolutionise Australian 
traffic, particularly that to and 'from 
England and Europe via the Sues-Co- 
lombo route. It will obviate the pre- 
viously Indikpensable sea carriage of 
passengers, malls and cargo (other 
than for Western . Australia) from 
Freemantle, West Australia, around 
Cape Leuwin to Adelaide, South 
Australia, in order to obtain their 
transportation by rail to Melbourne, 
Sydneyl Newcastle, and Brisbane, The 
effect will be same westward from 
Pacific ports Involving American Im- 
ports for Western Australia. The 
saving in distance thereby will be.l,- 
850 nautical 'miles, and in time from 
four to five days. 

The road will furnish' the (siRious 
Kalgoorlle-Coolgardle gold fields in 
Western Australia with an outlet oth- 
er than Freemantle. 

The "East-West" railroad not only 
will "represent the first attempt to 
provide a Comiponwealth precedure 
and policy of railway management," 
to quote the Minister for Works and 
Railways, William A. Watt, but It will 
represent one of the last steps In Aup- 
tralian federation. Sir John Forrest, 
now Commonwealth Treasurer, re- 
fused when Premier of Western Aus- 
tralia in the late OO's to permit the 
then colony to federate with the other 
colonies unless a railroad be built 
binding the proposed union together. 
This condition the Commonwealth 
will have fulfilled when the railroad 
Is finished. 

The road was Intended to cost $20,- 
228,000. When completed it will have 
cost '138,386,000. The first sod for it 
was officially turned in September, 
1012. Il* building Is regarded as an 
extraordlifary railroad performance. 



Unique among libraries is that of 
the United Engineering Society in 
New York City. In a fine, modem 
building. With « corps of trained li- 
brarians in attendance, is housed a 
collection of about 130,000 volumes and 
pamphlets, all dealing with some 
branch of engineering or with allied 
subjects such as geology or mathe- 
matics. Mr. Harrison W. Craver, di- 
rector of the library, recently told of 
the urganization, its history and the 
work it ia doing now, before the New 
York State Library Association, at 
its annual. convention. . 

The Ubrbry, Hr. Crayen states, is 
for the use of men of professional 
training rather than for students of 
elementary engineering or for men in 
engineering trades, who cannot find 
the books and periodicals they need in 
the public libraries. ' The aim has 
been to produce a reference library fur 
the expert, a collection as complete 
as possible, of all knowledge along en- 
gineering Unes. 

ISngineers come to the .^library for 
all sorts of information, and tu seek 
the solution of many problems. No 
aislliictlun is made between the mem- 
bers of the enKlneerlng societies and 
the public: any une who Is looking for 
technical Information of the kind that 
the library can supply la welcome to 
use the books and periodicals. 

An especially Interesting and most 
valuable branch of the 'work Is the 
paid reference department. As Mr. 
Craver pointed out, engineers are of 
a nomad race; their work calls them 
to all parts of the globe, and they ff'è- 
.luently find themselves unable to 
come to New York to consult the books 
needed. Such men are glad to pay for 
having the information obtained for 
them by a man who has sufficient 
technical training to be able to track 
down an engineering problem, "and 
this information is sent out by mall. 
There have been requests from India, 
South America and China, as well as 
from points nearer home. 

Some odd tasks are undertaken by 
this department. A' company of min- 
ing engineers in Mexico recently sent 
1150 and a request for a library of 
military engineering, There wore dif- 
ficulties in the way of delivering the 
books, but the resourceful librarlat^ 
finally filled the order by dispatching 
a long procession of volumes in five- 
pound packages to the American Con- 
sulate in Mexico, via parcels post. A 
Cuban engineer found that his work- 
men of assorted nationalities were 
prone to walk the third rail or thrust 
their fingers Into the machinery, so 
he asked the library to collect for him 
all the "safety first" placards, in any 
and every language, that were to be 
found. A long and careful search was 
made, and a large packing box full of 
tha placards was eventually shipped 
to the engineer. 

The history of the United Engineer- 
ing Society's library dates back to 
1902. when Mr. Carnegie offered to the 
five engineering societies, the Ameri- 
can Society of Civil Engineers, the 
American Institute of Mining Engi- 
ne'jfs. the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers, the American In- 
slituti' ■ cf Electrical Engineers and

In 1916 
the civil eUBlneers reconsidered ant 
Joined the United Engineering Socie- 
ty, the holding corporation which ha< 
been formed to administer the library 
There were delays In getting the pro- 
ject started, but in 1912 the llbrarlïi 
of the three different societies hai 
been united In one building, and tin 
difficult task of recataloguing and o 
making them one had been begun 
Much still remains to be accomplished 
but more has already been done ti 
make the engineering library' an In 
strument of great service to the en 
glneer.
